In the yarn mills at New Bedford, Fall 
River and Taunton, together with the 
friction in se\oral other m anufacturing 
towns, are having an effect on the 
goods and yarn market here and else­ 
where. 
In the local dry goods trade 
the feeling has existed for some time 
that a strike of Lowell operatives was 
probable ami that if radical action was 
taken, a struggle of many weeks d u ra­ 
tion was in prospect. 
The firm position of raw cotton was 
sufficient of Itself to strengthen the 
finished product, which on many or­ 
ders is behind In delivery. 
The 
Jobbing 
trude 
is active 
and 
m anufacturers are still taking orders, 
subject In the case of the Lowell mills. 
to a poHsiblllty of a strike. Jobbers 
considered that the threatened sh u t­ 
down of mills comes at a very In­ 
opportune time. although 
it is said 
Lowell m anufacturers 
front their own 
standpoint, 
would not be averse to 
closing their plants. The report lacks 
verification, however, 
although 
It is 
understood that some mill men take 
the position that the whole wage ques­ 
tion may as well he settled this season 
once and for all, so that trade need 
not again be disturbed na it was to 
some extent last spring and is the 
case at the present time. 
The Jobbers are more alarmed than 
anyone else outside of Lowell. To those 
that have sold heavily and are experi­ 
encing great difficulty to procure the 


goods promised, the threatened atrike 
appears as almost a calamity. 
They 
express no doubt that it will interfere 
seriously 
with 
trade, 
owing to thjy 
uneven condition of stocks. 
A atrike is expected, indeed It bs* 
been expected for three weeks by the 
goods trade here.

complete itinerary of the tour covers 
more than two months,’ or from the 1st 
of April to the 5th of June, inclusive, 
but the time allotted to real rest and 
recreation includes the two weeks to be 
devoted to explorations in the Yellow­ 
stone National park and four days in 
the Yosemite valley and the big tree 
section of California. 
In company with 
Mr. Burroughs and Mr. Muir, who are 
old friends, Mr. Roosevelt aims to be at 
Cinnabar, Mont., near the entrance to 
the Yellowstone park, on the 8th of 
April, one week after leaving the White 
House. 
There he will be welcomed 
by a 
squad of cavalry under Major Pitcher, 
who commands the arm y post in the 
park and whose guest he will be for 
about sixteen days while making the 
projected camping tour of our great n a ­ 
tional reservation. 
While some mem ­ 
bers of the chief 
executive’s 
party 
remain at Cinnabar, in order to keep in 
touch with events and inform him in 
case of necessity, Mr. Roosevelt and his 
intim ate friends will cut loose from 
civilization and enjoy a veritable rough 
and ready time In the wilds. 
It is his 
purpose to combine business writh pleas- \ 
ure in a certain sense, as he desires to 
inform himself by actual observation , 
as to the protection or nonprotection 
afforded the big game corralled in the 
park and wandering over adjacent ter­ 
ritory and to study the watersheds of 
rivers there with a view to their utiliza­ 
tion in irrigation.

SENATOR ARTHUR PUE GORMAN AS A PRESIDENTIAL POTENTIALITY 


S a presidential poten­ 
tiality Senator Arthur 
Pue Gorman has for 
years past 'oomrd large 
upon the political ho­ 
rizon but as a prota- 
bility or even possibil­ 
ity he has not occupied 
so great a share of a t­ 
tention. 
This is per­ 
haps his own fault, for his friends say 
he will not unequivocally declare him­ 
self, or, rather, that he declares him ­ 
self satisfied with his present position. 
Still a man may be satisfied with such 
a vindication as Senator Gorman has 
received; he may be content with the 
high honors he has won in the past and 
with those in prospective and yet be 
willing to accept an invitation to oc­ 
cupy the presidential chair if tendered 
as the result of universal and sponta­ 
neous 
Democratic 
sentiment. 
His 
friends declare that he has within him 
the stuff of which successful presidents 
may be made and that he has shown 
himself a leader of men and manager 
of affairs vitally connected with the 
national existence. 
To bring before the public a review 
of a life like that of the subject of this 
sketch might seem a superfluous task 
were it not for the fact sh a t for the 
past four or five years Senator Gorman 
bas w ithdraw n from active participa­ 
tion in national politics and has led a 
com paratively quiet existence. 
There 
are probably those of the younger gen­ 
eration who are not acquainted with the 
salient features of his life despite the 
fact that Mr Gorman has held office 
continuously, either in the service of his 
state or country, for about forty-seven 
years. 
Born in Maryland March ll, 1 
1839, he is just sixty-four years of age; 
but, having lived abstemiously and hus­ 
banded his vital forces, he appears to­ 


day scarcely more than fifty. He comes 
of that famous Scotch-Irish ancestry to 
which America owes so much ut its 
pioneer blood and perhaps he may have 
derived from both father and mother 
t h o s e qualities making for tenacity and 
forcefulness which have marked him 
as a fighter and an antagonist worthy 
any m an's steel. 
His youthful tutelage was received 
under the eve of that w'orld famous 
statesm an, Stephen A. Douglas, whose 
private secretary he became and whom 
he accompanied in his great joint de­ 
bate with Abraham Lincoln. 
Enjoying 
the intim ate friendship of Douglas, it 
is not strange that he should have im­ 
bibed 
Democratic 
principles 
at 
the 
fountainhead and have remained true 
to those principles during his life. 
He 
can look bark to a career such as few 
politicians of today may boast, and his 
reminiscences 
include companionship, 
even comradeship, with some of the 
grandest figures of our political history. 
Fifty-one years ago, in 1852, A rthur Pue 
Gorm an was introduced to the national 
senate, where from a humble beginning 
as a page he rose to eminence and pow­ 
er.

Throughout his long career in th 
senate he was known not only as a si­ 
lent w'orker in committee, but as an 
earnest debater a n i ardent champion 
of w hat he considered the foremost 
question ot the hour then looming be­ 
fore the politicians’ ken.

A plain m an. with unmistaken pur­ 
pose, plain of speech and In living, ab­ 
horring Hor lety as such, yet hospitable 
and genial in converse with his asso­ 
ciates, with a wider acquaintance po­ 
litically than most men now in W ash­ 
ington, Senator Gorman has a hold 
upon his party which nobody can ig­ 
nore. 
This political strategist of con­ 
sum m ate ability, this organizer, leader 
of the minority always observant and 
alert, will he quick to take advantage 
of any mlsmove on the part of his op­ 
ponents, and it behooves them not to 
underrate his abilities, whatever else 
they do. 
He has his cold, calculating 
eye fixed upon the nomination for the 
presidency, and, though he may not 
reach the goal himself, it is generally 
conceded that no man will have a 
greater influence than Senator Gorman 
in naming the next standard bearer of 
the Democratic party.

<Ihe SACRED COLLEGE and PROMINENT CANDIDATES FOR THE PAPACY 


H E R E Is nothing un­ 
seemly 
or 
indelicate 
in disc ussing the prob­ 
able successor to Pope 
Leo XIII., 
since 
the 
personal equation in the 
m atter has been elim­ 
inated by no less a 
personage 
than 
the 
holy father himself. 
Recognizing, as 
has always been recognized, the neces­ 
sity for providing for the perpetuation 
of the holy office in advance of t lie con­ 
tingency involved by his demise, the 
present incumbent has on many occa­ 
sions already alluded to his successor 
in term s that admit no doubt as to his 
desires. 
He has not in so many words 
named that successor, for that would 
be a departure from papal traditions, 
hut has expressed a wish that he may 
be elected without unnecessary friction 
or delay when the time shall have a r­ 
rived for a choice. 
This fact being admitted, it is per­ 
fectly proper that the most prominent 
candidates should be discussed in an 
impersonal manner and brought before 
the public. It is well known that while j 
not actually incumbent upon the cardi­ 
nals of the church to appoint one of 
their own number, it is more than like- I 
ly that he will be drawn from the mem­ 
bership of the sacred college. The priv­ 
ilege of selecting the successor to the 
prim ate has been vested in this body 
for more than 800 years (since 1059). and 
it is in accordance with long est ab- j 
fished custom that the pope’s recog­ 
nized counselors In the government of ! 
the church should be considered most I 
eminently fitted to succeed to the va­ 
cancy caused by his decease. They are 
the ordinary advisers of the pope and 
when assembled in the senate or con­ 
sistory debate m atters of moment per­ 
taining to the church. When a vacan­ 
cy occurs in the papal office, they m ain­ 
tain order in the church and safeguard 
Its interests until a new pope is seated, 
and in selecting one of their own num ­ 
ber as the “supreme teacher" they only 
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provide individually for the continua­ 
tion of work which they have carried 
out collectively. 
Appointed primarily 
by the pope, they in turn select a suc­ 
cessor to the vacant pontificate when 
the moment arrives for sui h a neces­ 
sity. 
(’ollectively they are known as 
the college of cardinals or the sacred 
college which assembles in conclave on 
the tenth day after the demise of the 
pope. 
Nine days are allowed for the 
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KNOWN CARDINALS, ONE OF 


solemnities attendant upon the last sad 
rites, and on the eleventh the voting 
begins which is to decide the succes­ 
sion. This conclave may he brief or it 
may be protracted for several weeks 
and months, but during Its continuance 
the cardinals are confined rightly to 
their own apartm ent* in the building 
selected, formerly the Qulrlnal palace, 
where they are provided with cells or 
wooden stalls, from which they emerge

twice u day to cast their votes 
Until 
a selection is made by a majority of all 
the votes they are rigidly segr gated 
from tile public, each cardinal waited 
upon by two attendants, termed "con­ 
clavists," who, like themselves and the 
custodians of the entrance ways to Hie 
palace an- sworn to secrecy. Formerly 
all the doors were sealed up but one, 
through a small aperture In which su s­ 
tenance was passed, and this one close­ 


ly watched by a sworn official. 
This 
custom has survived since 1213, or 630 
years. 
Th© sacred college consists when full 
of seventy ecclesiastics or six cardinal 
bishops, fifty cardinal priests und four­ 
teen cardinal deacons, but it is seldom 
found without several vacancies. 
At 
the last consistory, for example, the 
pope appointed many prelates to the 
college, which had been reduced by 


death far below the plenum, or full 
number, at one time, in fact, showing 
but fifty-five members 
No less than 
140 cardinals, it is said, have died under 
Pope Leo’s pontificate, and, in truth, 
there is but one surviving member of 
the sacred college created by his prede­ 
cessor, Pius IX., in the person of Car­ 
dinal Oreglia, for the only other sur­ 
vivor up to 1903, Cardinal Paroccht, 
died last January. 
Among tile members of the sacred 
college who rank next to the pope and 
Join with him in council on ecclesias­ 
tical 
affairs 
Cardinal 
Luigi 
Oreglia 
stands pre-eminent. 
As dean of the 
college and camarllngo of the Roman 
Catholic church Cardinal Oreglia will 
in the event of Leo X III.’* decease be 
the acting pope until a successor is 
elected. 
He will not possess the title, 
hut w ill hold the actual power, apd if J 
not .elected to the high office, at least 
may be the po [tem aker. 
It is signifi­ 
cant that the present pope held the po- 
sition of camarllngo when he was elect­ 
ed to the office, and there are many 
who look upon the venerable Oreglia as 
the legitimate successor by reason of 
his being the highest official in the 
church next to the pope and of his 
many and superlative attainm ents. 
As 
camarllngo he will formally dec lare the 
pope dead ufter tapping his forehead 
three times with the silver hammer 
and will break the seals and assume di­ 
rection of affairs until the new (tope Is 
elected. It is he who asks the new pon­ 
tiff what name he has chosen to as­ 
sume and who places upon his finger 
the "ring of the fisherman." 
This dean of the sacred college, who 
as survivor of Leo XIII. will become 
temporarily the supreme head of the 
church, is looked upon as the strongest 
candidate for the succession 
He was 
created cardinal in 187S and is now In 
his seventy-sixth year, being the oldest 
of those prominently mentioned for the 
holy office and eight years older than 
was the present pope when elected in 
i 1878. 
Next to him in point of prefer- 


I cnee, it is said. stands Cardinal Sereflne 
Vannutelll, who was sixty-eight last 
November. 
Cardinal Vannutelll was 
appointed vice chancellor of the church 
in succession to the recently deceased 
Baiocchi. 
He is allied with a family 
politically strong in Italy and has held 
many high positions under the pope, 
having gone abroad as auditor of the 
apostolic delegation to Mexico under 
Maximilian, apostolic delegate to Ec­ 
uador and Peru aud nuncio to Belgium, 
Munich and Vienna. 
The cardinal’* 
hat was bestowed upon him while he 
was at Vienna in 1887. In his personal 
appearance he is most striking, being 
over six feet tall, and in his tastes 
aristocratic and luxurious. 
By selecting Cardinal Gotti as pre­ 
fect of the propaganda last year the 
pope was dec lared to have indicated hi* 
preferenc e for this eminent ecclesiastic 
as his successor, but it is not known 
that he has in any m anner confirmed 
this assertion. 
However, this son of a 
laborer 
who has risen 
to eminence 
through power of intellect, this devout 
Carmelite whose good works are pro­ 
claimed on every side, has within him­ 
self the qualities that make for high po­ 
sition. 
As a "prince of the church" he ie 
obligee! to maintain a large establish­ 
ment, but personally he is austere and 
retiring. 
His success as ablegate in 
Brazil was rewarded with the cardi­ 
nalate in 1895. 
He is sixty-nine year* 
of age. 
The youngest of these cardinal can­ 
didate's is Mariano Rampolla (Marqui* 
del Tlndaro of the Sicilian nobility), 
papal secretary of state and arch priest 
of the Vatican, who is in his sixtieth 
year. 
He entered the papal service In l*7t 
and was made cardinal priest, secre­ 
tary of state in 1887. 
As a close con­ 
fidant of the pope and as one who ha* 
held many Important positions he is 
regarded most favorably despite hi* 
comparative youth.

Pennell Gave Her a Bond for 
$50,000 to Secure Payment of 
$25,000 — Children of Dead 
Man Placed on the Witness 
Stand

BUFFALO. N. A’ , March 25.—“Have 
you 
received any 
information as to 
Who killed your husband?” 
“No, sir.” 
“ You swear you have no knowledge 
cr information as to who killed him ?” 
“ I do.” 
The above questions were addressed 
t » Mrs. 
Burdick yesterday afternoon 
a t the ii.quest into the death of her 
husband by Dist. 
Atty. Coatsworth. 
The answ ers were returned by Mrs. 
Burdick in a calm, clear voice. 
The questions came abruptly while 
the district attorney was draw ing in­ 
formation from Mrs. Burdick 
about 
her relations with A rthur It. Penncdl. 
She had denied th a t Pennell took her 
key to the front door of the Burdick 
home while they were in New' Yrork 
together 
and 
had several duplicates 
m ade of it. 
The district attorney put the ques­ 
tion regarding the key to Mrs. Bur- 
jdiek in a number of different forms, 
'but the answers were always emphatic 
denials that she or Pennell had ever 
ordered duplicate keys made or that 
the key had left her possession during 
her last exile from home. 


MRS. BURDICK CALMER. 
Mrs. Burdick was calmer and more 
collected while 
testifying 
yesterday 
th an she was Monday. 
She left the 
stand at 4.15. 
To Complete the 
examination 
of 
every one who was known to have 
been in the Burdick home on the night 
of Feb. 26. when Edwin L. Burdick 
was murdered, the district attorney 
yesterday railed to the stand the two 
youngest Burdick children, Carol and 
Alice, aged 
respectively 
13 and IO 
yea's. 
The district attorney 
spoke 
kindly to the children, but questioned 
them closely about the events that oc­ 
curred at their home on the night be­ 
fo re and the morning after the m urder 
of their father. 
The children displayed no more sign 
of emotion than did their grandm oth­ 
er or mother, or older 
sister, 
while 


talking about 
the terrible death of 
their father. 
Their recollections of the happenings 
at the time of the tragedy were rather 
hazy, and “I don’t remember,” was 
usually the answer they gave when 
the district attorney 
pressed 
them 
closely on any point. 
Mrs. Burdick's testimony covered the 
week in which Burdick was murdered 
and the nam e of A rthur R. Pennell was 
constantly upon her lips. 
She tru st­ 
ed him implicitly in everything. 
The 
district attorney read a minibar of let­ 
ters written to Mrs. Burdick by Pen­ 
nell, in which he said life w as not 
worth living without her, and death 
would not be unwelcome. 
She knew nothing of 
a document 
found in her safety deposit 
vault 
bonding Pennell to pay her $25,000 in 
the event of his being unable to m arry 
her. 
Although it was am ong 
Mrs. 
Burdick’s private papers In the vault, 
she claimed to have been ignorant of 
its existence. The am ount of the bond 
was $50,000. 
N EV ER SAW PE N N E L L AGAIN. 
Mrs. Burdick declared that the last 
time she saw Pennell was on the Tues­ 
day before the murder. 
He left her 
that night in Atlantic city, arriving in 
Buffalo Wednesday. 
She was inform ­ 
ed of Mr. Burdick’s death by a mes­ 
sage from Mrs. Hun on the following 
Friday and hastened to Buffalo. 
She 
reached her 
home 
Saturday 
morning. 
A brief note of 
sym pathy 
from Pennell carne to the house that 
day. 
She never heard from him or saw 
him between that time and the day he 
was killed by his automobile plunging 
into the stone quarry. 
Before leaving the stand Mrs. Bur­ 
dick took occasion^ to say in reply to 
questions from her* attorney th at noth­ 
ing improper or immoral had occurred 
between her and 
Pennell. 
At 
the 
same time she said her husband was 
fond of the society of other women, 
and for some reason not quite clear 
said that Mrs. Pennell was quite famil­ 
iar with the dining room and “den” in 
the Burdick home.

Irish 
Secretary, Mr. W yndham, introduced 
the Irish Land Bill in the House of 
Commons today. 
The bill proposes a free grant of 
$<19,000,000. 
The 
Irish 
land 
bill 
provides that 
tenants will pay 3% per cent, interest 
on loan from the government, th at un­ 
tenanted farm s and grassing lands will 
be sold to neighboring tenants and that 
three commissioners will supervise the 
sales. 
The advance to tenants, through the 


provisions of the land bill are limited 
to $2.50 in the congested districts and 
$5,000 elsewhere. 
The 
bill will become 
effective No­ 
vember I. 
Mr. W yndham said $750,000,000 could 
safely be advanced on Irish land but 
he thought 
the scheme would not in­ 
volve $500,000,000. 
The Irish secretary explained that 
while the maximum charge on the E n ­ 
glish treasury would not 
exceed $1,- 
750,000 in a single year, the reduction 
in the cost of the adm inistration of 
Ireland would am ount to $2,500,000.

has been on the cards 
for some 
time that 
President 
Roosevelt 
had invited to accom­ 
pany 
him during a 
portion of his extend­ 
ed Journey commenc­ 
ing the 1st. of April 
the well known poet- 
naturalist John B ur­ 
roughs and the famous geologist and 
explorer John Muir and others. 
The 
complete itinerary of the tour covers 
more than two months, or from the 1st 
of April to the 5th of June, inclusive, 
but the time allotted to real rest and 
recreation includes the two weeks to be 
devoted to explorations in the Yellow­ 
stone National park and four days in 
the Yosemite valley and the big tree 
section of California. In company with 
Mr. Burroughs and Mr. Muir, who are 
old friends, Mr. Roosevelt aims to be at 
Cinnabar, Mont., near the en!ranee to 
the Yellowstone park, on the 8th of 
April, one week after leaving the White 
House. 
There he will be welcomed 
by a 
squad of cavalry under Major Pitcher, 
who commands the arm y post in the 
park and whose guest he will be for 
about sixteen days while making the 
projected camping tour of our great n a­ 
tional reservation. 
While some mem ­ 
bers of the chief 
executive’s 
p a r t y ; 
remain at Cinnabar, in prder to keep in i 
touch with events and inform him in j 
case of necessity, Mr. Roosevelt and his 
intim ate friends will cut loose from 
civilization and enjoy a veritable rough 
and ready time in the wilds. 
It la his 
purpose to combine business with pleas- | 
ure in a certain sense, as he desires to 
inform himself by actual observation 
as to the protection or nonprotection ;

i for years has held to the study of na­ 
ture, being a second Thoreau in his 
power of observation, but having the 
gift of a more pleasing presentation of 
his thoughts. 
In his biographies he is 
called an essayist, but he has done 
more than write mere essays, as the 
dozen books to his credit amply testify. 
Beginning with his (harm ing “Wake 
Robin,’’ and continuing through such 


delightful books as "Pepaclon," “Fresh 
Fields," etc., Burroughs has persistent­ 
ly held the mirror lip to nature and 
faithfully portrayed lier ever varying 
moods. 
He struck the keynote of his 
life In his early poem ‘ W aiting,” which 
has been read by thousands: 
Serene, I fold my hands and walt, 
Nor care for wind nor tide nor sea; 
I rave no more 'gainst time or fate. 
For, lo my own shall c o m e to me. 
His serenity during a Ufo already full 
of years has sustained him in his semi- 
seclusion in the country, where he not 
only has a delightful home, Hut also a 
retreat In the woods, In which he has 
written some of his later books.

at Subsides, as he calls the cabin built 
by his own bunds, that he has latterly 
lived and which has become the Mecca 
of many nature lovers. 
Here three 
years ago he entertained young Teddy 


: Roosevelt. 
“ A great boy, that.” he 
says. 
“When lie visited me, he climbed 
everything on the place. He shinned up 
tree after tree, running his arm Into 
every hlghhnle'g and woodpecker s nest, 
while I stood on the ground below 
shuddering and waiting for him lo fall.” 
Burroughs has written Just as many 
hooks as Roosevelt himself, the number 
that each has put forth being an even 
dozen. 
Both have more to say about 
the outdoor life than about history or 
politics, but there Is this d i f f e r e n c e be­ 
tween them 
that while Burroughs Is 
first of all a student and observer of 
nature, like John Muir, Roosevelt is 
tin* hunter and sportsm an who couldn’t 
penetrate to the inner life of flow'er or 
tree lf he Wished. 
There Is also the same difference be­ 
tween Roosevelt and Muir, who has a 
holy horror of hunting, with Its atten d ­ 
ant bloodshed, and Is one of the first 
who started the cult of hunting without 
a gun. “I never carried a gun,” he has 
said, “because I wanted to gain tile 
confidence of my fellow creatures and 
to make their acquaintance. 
You can’t 
learn much about either men or wild 
animals merely bv killing them and 
making arithmetical measurem ents of 
their todies.’’ 
How President Roose­ 
velt will get along with these two fen­ 
der hearted lovers of nature when he 
himself has the real old Berserker de­ 
sire for killing and lust for the chase 
remains to he seen. 
John Muir. geologist and explorer, 
was born in Scotland, but came to the 
United States when quite young and 
holds learned degrees from Harvard 
and from the University of Wisconsin. 
It is a curious fact that his birthday— 
ids sixty-fifth—also occurs during the 
Journey, on April 21. and It Is shrewdly 
guessed that Mr. Roosevelt must have 
known of this conjunction of the stars 
when he Invited these two celebrities to 
take Hie trip with him. 
Not to know’ John Muir ts indeed to 
argue o n e s e l f unknown in the natu ­ 
ralists' coterie, for he is equally famous 
with Burroughs. 
He Is, however, more I 
of a scientist, perhaps keener as an ob- j 
server and an Indefatigable explorer. I 
Perhaps It might be said of Burroughs i 
as the old s t a g e driver said of himself, j 


! that l0 had been a great traveler, but 
altogether in one county, though of lats 
he has extended his Journeys some­ 
what. 
But Muir has explored the Yo­ 
semite and the Sierra Nevada region, 
I has discovered a glacier (named after 
' him) In Alaska, has tramped through 
all the California forests and is still 
tram ping at an age when most men 
seek the chimney corner, 
Both Muir 
and Burroughs are hale and hearty, 
true specimens of what nature does for 
those who stick close to her and cut 
loose from city life to live in her chosen 
haunts. 
Early in life Muir lost the sight of 
one eye. hut with the other one he ran 
see more, It Is said, than any other man 
except Burroughs, and he has proved 
his place as an interpreter of nature in 
her every mood. 
He has written more 
than 150 essays, mostly on scientific and 
nature subjects, and several books, win­ 
ning an enviable reputation. 
As pres­ 
ident of the Sierra club of California ha 
is “still at it,” camping out all summ er 
and 
climbing 
mountain 
peaks 
th a t 
daunt all but the most determined Al­ 
pinists. 
o f late years he has been 
identified with forest preservation'and 
the establishment of national forest res­ 
ervations, being an authority whom tho 
executive has already consulted and 
followed on many occasions. 
These are the two companions whom 
Mr. Roosevelt has chosen to share hi# 
camping trip In the wilds. 
Two men 
who have alw'uys been true to them­ 
selves and tine to nature; men who re­ 
gard 
no other man aa larger than 
themselves unless his deeds have made 
him so; men who ran give the president 
Information of lasting 
v a l u e and In 
whose company no one ran remain for 
any length of time without receiving 
impressions w’orih retaining.

SENATOR ARTHUR PUE GORMAN AS A PRESIDENTIAL POTENTIALITY 


R a presidential poten­ 
tiality Senator A rthur 
Pue Gorman has for 
years past loomed large 
upon the political ho­ 
rizon, but as a proba­ 
bility or even possibil­ 
ity he has not occupied 
so great a share of a t ­ 
tention. 
This Is per­ 
haps his own fault, for his friends say 
he will not unequivocally declare him ­ 
self, or, rather, that he declares him ­ 
self satisfied with his present position. 
Still a man may be satisfied with such 
a vindication as Senator Gorman has 
received; he* may be content with the 
high honors he has won in the past and 
with those in prospective and yet be 
willing to accept an invitation to oc­ 
cupy the presidential chair if tendered 
as the result of universal and sponta­ 
neous 
Democratic 
sentiment. 
His 
fro n d s declare that he has within him 
the stuff of which successful presidents 
may be made and that he has shown 
himself a leader of men and manager 
of affairs vitally connected with the 
national existence. 
To bring before the public a review 
of a life like that of the subject of this 
sketch might seem a superfluous task 
were it not for the fact that for the 
past four -or five years Senator Gorman 
has withdrawn from active participa­ 
tion in national politics and has led a 
comparatively quiet existence. 
There 
are probably those of the younger gen­ 
eration who are not acquainted with the 
salient features of his life despite the 
fact that Mr. Gorman has held office 
continuously, either in the service of his 
state or country, for about forty-seven 
years. 
Born in Maryland March ll, 
1839, he Is just sixty-four years of age; 
but having lived abstemiously and hus­

Throughout his long career in the 
senate he was known not only as a si­ 
lent worker in committee, but as an 
earnest debater and ardent champion 
of what he considered the foremost 
question of the hour then looming be­ 
fore the politicians’ ken.

ed to the boundaries of this continent. 
lie has played games on the political 
chessboard that have excited the adm i­

: thousands, yet he has done everything 
quietly, without fuss and feathers and 
without attracting attention until the

desired it—w hen all ;

We SACRED COLLEGE 
and PROMINENT CANDIDATES FOR THE PAPACY 


H E R E is nothing un­ 
seemly 
or 
indelicaie 
In discussing the prob­ 
able successor to Pope 
Leo X III, 
since 
the 
personal equation in t he 
m atter has been elim­ 
inated 
by no less a 
personage 
than 
the 
holy father himself, 
Recognizing, as 
has always been recognized, the neces­ 
sity for providing for the perpetuation 
of the holy office in advance of the con­ 
tingency involved by his demise, the 
present incumbent has on many occa­ 
sions already alluded to his successor 
in terms that admit no doubt as to his 
desires. 
He has not in so m any words 
named that successor, for that would 
be a departure from papal traditions, 
but has expressed a wish that he may 
be elected without unnecessary friction 
or delay when the time shall have a r ­ 
rived for a choice. 
This fact being admitted, it is per­ 
fectly proper that the most prominent 
candidates should be discussed In an 
Impersonal manner and brought before 
the public. ll Is well known that while 
not actually Incumbent upon the cardi­ 
nals of the church to appoint one of 
their own number, it is more than like­ 
ly that he will be drawn from the mem­ 
bership of the sac red college. The priv­ 
ilege of selecting the successor to the 
primate has been vested In this body 
for more than SOO years (since 1059), and 
it is in accordance with long estab­ 
lished custom that t lie pope’s recog­ 
nized counselors In the government of 
the church should be considered most 
eminently fitted to succeed to the va­ 
cancy caused by his decease. They are 
the ordinary advisers of the pope and 
when assembled in the senate or con­ 
sistory debate m atters of moment per­ 
taining to the church.

custom has survived since 1273, or 630 
years. 
'J'h e sacred college consists when full 
of seventy ecclesiastics, or six cardinal 
bishops, fifty cardinal priests and lour- 
teen cardinal deacons, but It Is seldom 
found without several vacancies.

tho last consistory, for example, the 
pope appointed many prelates to the 


death far below the plenum, or full 
number, at one time, In fact, showing 
but fifty-five members. 
No less than 
340 cardinals, It Is said, have died under 
Pope Leo’s pontificate, and, In truth, 
there is but one surviving member of 
the sacred college created by his prede­ 
cessor, Plus IX., In the person of Car­ 
dinal Oreglla, for the only other su r­ 
vivor up to 1903, Cardinal Parocchl.

Cardinal Vannutelll 
was

politically strong In italy and has held 
many high positions under the pope, 
having gone abroad as auditor of th# 
apostolic delegation to Mexico under 
Maximilian, apostolic delegate to Ec­ 
uador and Peru and nuncio to Belgium, 
Munich and Vienna. 
The cardinal’s 
hat was bestowed upon him while h# 
I was at Vienna in 1887. 
In his personal 
appearance he is most striking, being 
over six feet tall, and In his tastes 
aristocratic and luxurious. 
By selecting Cardinal Gotti as pre­ 
fect of the propaganda last year th# 
pope was declared to have indicated hts 
preference for this eminent ecclesiastic 
as his successor, but It is not known 
that he has in any manner confirmed 
this assertion. 
However, this son of a 
laborer who has risen to eminence 
through power of intellect, this devout 
Carmelite whose good w’orks are pro­ 
claimed on every side. has within him­ 
self the qualities that make for high po­ 
sition. 
As a '‘prince of the church” he is 
obliged to maintain a large establish­ 
ment, but personally he is austere and 
retiring. 
His success as ablegate iii 
Brazil was rewarded with the cardi­ 
nalate in 1895. 
He is sixty-nine years 
of age. 
The youngest of these cardinal can­ 
didates Is Mariano Rampolla (Marquis 
del Ttndaro of the Sicilian nobility). 
papal secretary of state and arch priest 
of the Vatican, who is in his sixtieth 
year. 
He entered the papal service in 1879 
and was made cardinal priest, secre­ 
tary of state in 1887. 
As a close con­ 
fidant of the pope and as one who has 
held many important positions he is 
regarded most favorably despite his 
comparative youth.

T he questions cam e a b ru p tly while 
th e d istrict a tto rn e y w as d raw in g in ­ 
form ation from Mrs. B urdick

h er relations w ith A rth u r R. Pennell. 
She h ad denied th a t Pennell took her 
key to the front door of the B urdick 
hom e while th ey w ere in N ew York 
to g eth er 
and 
had several duplicates

tion reg ard in g the key to Mrs. B u r­ 
dick in a n u m b e r of different forms, 
b u t the an sw ers were a lw ay s em ph atic 
denial^ th a t she or Pennell had ever 
ordered d uplicate keys m ade or th a t 
th e key had left h e r possession during 
h e r la st exile from home.

volve $500,000,000. 
The Irish secretary explained that 
w hile the m axim um charge on the E n­ 
glish treasury would not

750,000 in a single year, the reduction 
in the cost of the adm inistration of 
Ireland would am ount to $2,500,000.

“T he special com m ittee of the board 
of directors h av e carefully considered 
the differences betw een the com pany 
and its employes, and h ave 
u n a n i­ 
mously decided as follows: 
W ith reg ard to schedules: 
1. 
T h a t th e n u m b er of schedules and 
the different classes of em ployees to 
be included in an y schedule and the 
rules and regu lation s thereunder, m ust 
for the sa fe ty of the public, and p rop ­ 
er m a n a g e m e n t of the com pany, 
be 
left to the discretion of the directors. 
2. 
T h a t th e existing schedules, 
so 
far as they relate to the classification 
of employes, m u st be m a in ta in e d —u n ­ 
til otherw ise decided by the 
b o ard — 
w ith the following modifications: (A), 
th a t all conductors, both freig h t an d 
passenger, 
be 
included 
un der 
one 
head; (B), all train m e n and y ard m en 
u nder a n o th e r schedule. 
The board insists th a t the classifi­ 
cation of em ployes is a right belonging 
to the com pan y and Its exercise is re ­ 
quired for the proper m an ag e m en t of 
the co m p an y 's 
affairs. 
Bong e s ta b ­ 
lished usage san ction s the practice on 
this road, an d the fact th a t m ost of 
our connecting roads reserve th e sam e 
divisions confirm s its wisdom. 
It is conceded, however, that reasonable

Such a state of m oral rotten ness a n d social d ep rav ity Is no t uncom m on In 
the upper cru st of society an d It Is fostered and en couraged by the open 
door of the divorce court.

mill ag ents should g ra n t an Increase Of some kind. 
If they can n o t give ten 
per cent, let them offer Ave p er cent, and see w hat the unions will do abo ut 


It. 
A body of laboring people who a r e alw ay s ready to sub m it th eir d e­ 
m an d s to a rb itra tio n are n ot likely to spurn the offer of m en who are w ill­ 
ing to m eet th em half way. 
Some of the m ost Incendiary strik e talk th a t 
Is p rinted a p p e a rs In some 
of the d esp atches from Boston. 
One expression printed In a Boston d espatch 
ye sterd ay 
snfd 
th a t 
th e 
agents felt th a t this w age question m ust be m et 
and fo u g h t out and th a t It 
m ay be as well to have it settled now a s to have it up la te r on. 
T his would 
Indicate a determ ination on the 
p art of 
of the mills to e n te r upon a b it­ 
ter fight, but this sta te m e n t did not come from a n y of the mill agents. 
There 
are a good m an y false sta te m e n ts injected 
into this mill co ntro­ 
versy by 
the new s w riters sent from 
Boston. 
T he op eratives 
an d 
the 
agen ts both require to ta k e these sta te m e n ts wdth a g rain of salt, 
The state board of arb itra tio n haw been called to Lowell but unless 
the 
agents m ake some concession 
the board is powerless. 
T he w o rst feature of the situatio n Is, th a t o th er mills outside 
Lowell 
are aw aitin g the outcom e of this fight. 
If the Lowell 
mills ad v an ce w ages 
they 
will do likewise. 
This is a very ridiculous 
position for an y 
mill to 
assum e. 
T he mills which m ake such a prom ise put them selves in the r i­ 
diculous a ttitu d e of acknow ledging th a t th ey can afford to increase w ages but 
will not do so unless other mills set the exam ple. 
T he crisis is at h and and the people of Lowell dread the outcome. 
Let 
no t the cost and the consequence of a g rea t 
strik e 
be 
lost sight of. 
Tho 
operatives know their own business best. 
T h e y know w h e th e r or not it will 
serve th em best 
to strik e as they will be 
th e chief sufferers 
lf the w orst 
shall come. T hey are not going to throw a w a y $145,000 a week unless there 
is a good chance of a su b s ta n tia l victory.

Yet to others he is almost an unknown 
quantity, the range of his writings has 


for years has held to the study of n a­ 
ture, being a second Thoreau in bls 
power of observation, but having the 
gift of a more pleasing presentation of 
his thoughts. 
In hts biographies he is 
called an essayist, but he has done 
more than write mere essays, as the 
dozen books to his credit amply testify. 
Beginning with his charm ing “ Wake 
Robin,'• and continuing through such 


delightful books as “Pepacton,” “Fresh 
Fields," etc., Burroughs has persistent­ 
ly held the mirror up to nature and 
faithfully portrayed her ever varying 
moods. 
He struck the keynote of his 
life in his early poem “Waiting." which 
has been read by thousands: 
Serene, I fold my hands and wait. 
Nor care for wind nor tide nor sea: 
I rave no more 'gainst time or fate. 
For. lo my own shall come to me. 
His serenity during a life already full 
of years has sustained him in his semi- 
seclusion in the country, where he not 
only has a delightful home. but also a 
retreat in the woods, in which he has 
written some of his later

Burroughs has written Just as many 
hooks as Roosevelt himself, the number 
thut each has put forth being an even 
dozen. 
Both have more to say about 
the outdoor life than about history or 
politics, but there Is this difference be­ 
tween them—that while Burroughs Is 
first of all a student and observer of 
nature, like John Muir, Roosevelt is 
the hunter and sportsman who couldn't 
penetrate to the Inner life of flower or 
tree lf he wished. 
There is also the same difference be­ 
tw e e n Roosevelt and Muir. who has a 
holy horror of hunting, with Its atten d ­ 
ant bloodshed, and Is one of the first 
who started the cult of hunting without 
a gun. “I never carried a gun,” he has 
said, “because I wanted to gain the 
confldeme of my fellow creatures and 
to make their acquaintance. 
You ca n ’t 
learn much about either men or wild 
animals merely by killing them and 
making arithmetical measurements of 
their bodies." 
How President Roose­ 
velt will get along with these two ten­ 
der hearted lovers of nature when he 
himself has the real old Berserker de­ 
sire for killing and lust for the chase 
remains to be seen. 
John Muir. geologist and explorer, 
was born In Scotland, but came to the 
United States when quite young and 
holds learned degrees from Harvard 
and from the University of Wisconsin. 
It Is a curious fact that his birthday— 
his sixty-fifth—also occurs during the 
journey, on April 21. and it Is shrewdly 
guessed that Mr. Roosevelt must have 
known of this conjunction of the stars 
when he Invited these two celebrities to 
take the trip with him. 
Not to know John Muir Is Indeed to 
argue oneself unknown In the n atu ­ 
ralists’ coterie, for he is equally famous 
with Burroughs. 
He Is, however, more 
of a scientist, perhaps keener aa an ob­ 
server and an Indefatigable explorer. 
Perhaps it might be said of Burroughs 
as the old stage driver said of himself, 


that he had been a great traveler, but 
altogether In one county, though of lata 
he has extended his Journeys some* 
what. 
But Muir has explored the Yo­ 
semite and the Sierra Nevada region, 
has discovered a glacier (named after 
him) In Alaska, has tramped through 
all the California forests and is still 
tram ping at an* age when most men 
seek the chimney corner. 
Both Muir 
and Burroughs are hale and hearty, 
true specimens of what nature does for 
those who stick close to her and cut 
loose from city life to live In her chosen 
haunts. 
Early In life Muir lost the sight of 
one eye, but with the other one he can 
see more, It is said, than any other man 
except Burroughs, and he has proved 
his place as an Interpreter of nature in 
her every mood. He has written more 
than 150 essays, mostly on scientific and 
nature subjects, and several books, win­ 
ning an enviable reputation. 
As pres­ 
ident of the Sierra club of California ho 
in “still at It," camping out ail summer 
and 
climbing 
mountain 
peaks 
that 
daunt all but the most determined Al­ 
pinists. 
Of late years he has been 
identified with forest preservation and 
the establishment of national forest res- 
e la tio n s , being an authority whom tho 
executive has already consulted and 
followed on many occasions. 
These are the two companions whom 
Mr. Roosevelt has chosen to sharo his 
camping trip In the wilds. 
Two men 
who have always been true to them- 
selves and true to nature; men who re­ 
gard 
no other man as larger than 
themselves unless his deeds have mads 
him so; men who can give the president 
Information of lasting value and In 
whose company no one can remain for 
any length of time without receiving 
Impressions worth retaining.

SENATOR ARTHUR PUE GORMAN AS A PRESIDENTIAL POTENTIALITY 


S a presidential poten­ 
tiality Senator Arthur 
Pue Gorman has for 
years past loomed large 
upon the political ho­ 
rizon, but as a proba­ 
bility or even possibil­ 
ity he has not occupied 
so great a share of a t ­ 
tention. 
This is per­ 
haps his own fault, for his friends say 
he will not unequivocally declare him­ 
self, or, rather, that he declares him ­ 
self satisfied with his present position. 
Still a man may be satisfied with such 
a vindication as Senator Gorman has 
received; he m ay be content with the 
high honors he has won in the past and 
with those in prospective and yet be 
willing to accept an invitation to oc­ 
cupy the presidential chair if tendered 
as the result of universal and sponta­ 
neous 
Democratic 
sentiment. 
His 
friend* declare that he has within him 
the stuff of w'hich successful presidents 
may be made and that he has shown 
himself a leader of men and m anager 
of affairs vitally connected with the 
national existence. 
To bring before the public a review 
of a life like that of the subject of this 
sketch might seem a superfluous task 
were it not for the fact that for the 
past four or five years Senator Gorman 
has withdrawn from active participa­ 
tion in national politics and has led a 
comparatively quiet existence. 
There 
are probably those of the younger gen- I 
•ration who are not acquainted with the 
salient features of his life despite the 
fact that Mr. Gorman has held office 
continuously, either in the service of his 
state or country, for about forty-seven 
years. 
Born in Maryland March ll, 
1839. he is Just sixty-four years of age; 
but, having lived abstemiously and hus­ 
banded his vital forces, he appears to­ 


day scarcely mere than fifty. He comes 
of that famous Scotch-Irish ancestry to 
which America owes so much of its 
pioneer blood, and perhaps he may have 
I derived from both father and mother 
those qualities making for tenacity and 
forcefulness which have marked him 
as a fighter and an antagonist worthy 
any m an’s steel. 
His youthful tutelage was received 
I under the eye of that world famous 
1 statesman, Stephen A. Douglas, whose 
private secretary he became and whom 
1 he accompanied in his great joint de­ 
bate with A braham Lincoln. 
Enjoying 
the intim ate friendship of Douglas, It 
is not stran g e that he should have Im­ 
bibed 
Democratic 
principles 
at 
the 
fountainhead and have remained true 
to those principles during his life. 
He 
can look back to a career such as few 
politicians of today may boast, and his 
reminiscences include companionship, 
even comradeship, with some of the 
grandest figures of our political history. 
Fifty-one years ago, in 1862, A rthur Pue 
Gorman was introduced to the national 
senate, where from a humble beginning 
as a page he rose to eminence and pow­ 
er. 
Throughout his long career In the 
senate he was known not only as a si­ 
lent worker in committee, but as an 
earnest debater and ardent champion 
of what he considered the foremost 
question of the hour then looming be­ 
fore the politicians' ken. 
This medium 
sized man of sixty-four, with more the 
appearance of a prosperous m erchant 
than of the typical statesman, has per­ 
formed wonders in his time and caused 
commotions whose ripples have extend­ 
ed to the boundaries of this continent. 
He has played games on the political 
chessboard that have excited the adm i­ 
ration of past masters In the science 
and have won the love and following of 


thousands, yet he has done everything 
quietly, without fuss and feathers and 
without attracting attention until the 
time came that he desired it—when all 
was over or ready for the grand coup 
that was to carry his man to the cov­ 
eted position. 
The great secret of Mr. G orm an’s 
power is to be found in his adm irably 
equable temper, his staying qualities, 
his reserve force, by the exercise of 
which he has fairly won his reputation 
as the most astute and consummate 
party m anager in the country. It is by 
no means through blind chance that he 
has been reinstated as party leader and 
head of the Democratic “steering com­ 
mittee," for he long ago commended 
himself to his fellow Democrats as pos­ 
sessing pre-eminent qualities for lead- j 
ership. His generalship in the success­ 
ful campaign which resulted In land­ 
ing Grover Cleveland in the presidential 
chair 
established 
Gorman's 
national 
reputation and stamped him as a man 
among thousands 
Quiet and unassuming in his per­ 
sonality. Senator Gorman would hardly 
attract a second glance unless pointed 
out as Gorman; then he becomes the 
cynosure of all eyes, especially if it be 
rumored th at he is going to unlimber 
his great guns and train them upon 
some subject that in his opinion should 
be battered down. In his speeches he is 
direct and forceful, always effective, 
but rarely, if ever, oratorical. 
Perhaps 
the most effective of his speeches and 
the one in which his characteristics 
were most prominently displayed was 
that in which he flayed President Cleve- i 
land for writing that memorable letter 
attacking the Democrats of the United 
States senate who were then opposing 
his tariff policy. 
He spoke for more 
than two hours with his characteristic 
clearness and force, and throughout to 


crowded floor and galleries, his reso­ 
nant, metallic voice reaching every lis­ 
tener. 
The shrewdness of his tactic*

was also apparent on that occasion 
when he at various time* called upon 
the members of the finance committee 


to, narrate their experience* with the 
president confirmatory of his sta te­ 
ment*. 
He triumphed, and he also es­ 


tablished a reputation for frank and 
incisive 
speaking 
that 
changed 
the 
opinion many had held that he was 
evasive and Indirect. In point of fact, 
Senator Gorman Is the frankest of op­ 
ponents, but a hard hitter and danger­ 
ous to "come up against." 
Reticent 
and grim. he is a worker, a deep think­ 
er and a calm and deliberate counselor, 
speaking only when he has made up his 
mind and is fully prepared to abide by 
the result. 
No doubt he is a partisan 
and believes In standing by his polit­ 
ical friends to the exclusion of his ene­ 
mies or opponents. 
Ha is bland, yet 
firm, cold as marble, yet graciousness 
Itself. As a tactician and parliamenta­ 
rian be won a crown many years ago, 
notably shining in his opposition to 
Mr. Lodges federal election bill, when 
he led the successful minority to tri­ 
umph after a desperately fought eon- 
test. 
A plain man with unmistaken pur­ 
pose, plain of speech and In living, ab­ 
horring society as such, yet hospitable 
and genial in converse with his asso­ 
ciates, with a wider acquaintance po­ 
litically than most men now In W ash­ 
ington, Senator Gorman haa a hold 
upon his party which nobody can Ig­ 
nore. 
This political strategist of con­ 
summate ability, this organizer, leader 
of the minority, always observant and 
alert, will be quick to take advantage 
of any mismove on the part of hie op­ 
ponents, and it behooves them not to 
underrate his abilities, whatever else 
they do. 
He has his cold, calculating 
eye fixed upon the nomination for the 
presidency, and, though he may not 
reach the goal himself, it is generally 
conceded that no man will have a 
greater Influence than Senator Gorman 
in naming the next standard bearer of 
the Democratic party.

‘Ihe SACRED COLLEGE and PROMINENT CANDIDATES FOR THE PAPACY 


H E R E is nothing u n ­ 
seemly 
or 
indelicate 
in discussing the prob­ 
able successor to Pope 
Leo XIII., 
since the 
personal equation in the 
m atter has been elim­ 
inated by no less a 
personage 
than 
the 
holy father himself. 
Recognizing, as 
has always been recognized, the neces­ 
sity for providing for the perpetuation 
of the holy office In advance of the con­ 
tingency involved by his demise, the 
present incumbent has on many occa­ 
sions already alluded to his successor 
in term s that adm it no doubt as to his 
desires. 
He has not In so many words 
named that successor, for that would 
be a departure from papal traditions, 
but has expressed a wish that he may 
be elected without unnecessary friction 
or delay when the time shall have a r ­ 
rived for a choice. 
This fact being admitted, it is per­ 
fectly proper th a t the most prominent 
candidates should be discussed in an 
Impersonal m anner and brought before 
the public. It is well known that while 
not actually incumbent upon the cardi­ 
nals of the church to appoint one of 
their own number. It is more than like- j 
!y th a t he will be drawn from the m em­ 
bership of the sacred college. The priv­ 
ilege of selecting the successor to the 
primate has been ..vested in this body 
for more than 800 years (since 1059), and 
it is in accordance with long estab­ 
lished custom that the pope’s recog­ 
nized counselors In the government of 
the church should be considered most 
eminently fitted to succeed to the va­ 
cancy caused by his decease. They are 
t|ie ordinary advisers of the pope and 
when assembled in the senate or con­ 
sistory debate m atters of moment per­ 
taining to the church. When a vacan­ 
cy occurs in the papal office, they m ain­ 
tain order in the church and safeguard 
Its Interests until a new pope is seated, 
and In selecting one of their own num ­ 
ber as the “supreme te a c h e r’ they only

provide individually for the continua­ 
tion of work which they have carried 
out collectively. 
Appointed primarily 
by the pope, they In turn select a suc­ 
cessor to the vacant pontificate when 
the moment arrives for such a neces­ 
sity. 
Collectively they are known as 
the college of cardinals or the sacred 
college, which assembles in conclave on 
the tenth day after the demise of the 
pope. 
Nine days are allowed for the

solemnities attendant upon the last sad 
rites, and on the eleventh the voting 
begins which is to decide the succes­ 
sion. 
This conclave may be brief or It 
may be protracted for several weeks 
and months, but during Its continuance 
the cardinals are confined rigidly to 
their own apartm ent* in the building 
selected, formerly the Quirinal palace. 
where they are provided with cells or 
wooden stalls, from which they emerge

twice a day to cast their votes 
Until 
a selection is made by a majority of all 
the votes they are rigidly segregated 
from the public, each cardinal waited 
upon by two attendants, termed "con­ 
clavists,” who, Uke themselves and the 
custodians of the entrance ways to the 
palace, are sworn to secrecy. Formerly 
all the doors were sealed up but one, 
through a small aperture In which sus­ 
tenance was passed, and this one close­ 


ly watched by a sworn official. 
This 
custom has survived since 1273, or SHO 
years. 
The sacred college consists when full 
of seventy ecclesiastics, or six cardinal 
bishops, fifty cardinal priests and four­ 
teen cardinal deacons, but It Is seldom 
found without several vacancies. 
At 
the last consistory, for example, th* 
pope appointed m any prelates to th* 
college, which had been reduced by 


death far below the plenum, or full 
number, at one time, in fact, showing 
but fifty-five members. 
No less than 
140 cardinals, it Is said, have died under 
Pope Leo’s pontificate, and, In truth, 
there is but one surviving member of 
the sacred college created by bls prede­ 
cessor, Plus IX., In the person of Car­ 
dinal Oreglia, for the only other sur­ 
vivor up to 1903, Cardinal Parocchl, 
died last January. 
Among the members of the sacred 
college who rank next to the pope and 
Join with him In council on ecclesias­ 
tical 
affairs 
Cardinal 
Luigi 
Oreglia 
stands pre-eminent. 
As dean of t h e , 
college and carnarllngo of the Roman 
Catholic church Cardinal Oreglia will 
In the event of Leo X lII.’s decease be 
the acting pope until a successor Is 
elected. 
He will not possess the title, 
but will hold the actual power, and lf 
not eleoted to the high office, at least 
may be the popemaker. 
It Is signifi­ 
cant that the present pope held the po­ 
sition of carnarllngo when he was elect­ 
ed to the office, and there are many 
who look upon the venerable Oreglia as 
the legitimate successor by reason of 
his being the highest official In the 
church next to the pope and of his 
many and superlative attainments. 
As 
I carnarllngo he will formally declare the 
pope dead after tapping his forehead 
three times with the silver ham mer 
and will break the seals and assume di­ 
rection of affairs until the new pope Is 
elected. It Is he who asks the new pon­ 
tiff what name he has chosen to as­ 
sume and who places upon his finger 
the “ring of the fisherman." 
This dean of the sacred college, who 
as survivor of Leo XIII, will become 
temporarily the supreme head of the 
church, Is looked upon as the strongest 
candidate for the succession. 
He was 
created cardinal In 1873 and is now in 
his seventy-sixth year, being the oldest 
of those prominently mentioned for the 
holy office and eight years older than 
was the present pope when elected in 
1878. 
Next to him in point, of prefer* 


once, It Is said, stands Cardinal Beretta* 
VannutelH, who was slxty-elght last 
November. 
Cardinal VannutelH was 
appointed vice chancellor of the church 
In succession to the recently deceased 
Parocchl. 
He Is allied with a family 
politically strong In Italy and has held 
many high positions under th* pope, 
having gone abroad as auditor of th* 
apostolic delegation to Mexico under 
Maximilian, apostolic delegate to Ec­ 
uador and Peru and nuncio to Belgium, 
Munich and Vienna. 
The eardlnal’s 
hat was bestowed upon him while he 
was at Vienna in 1887. In his personal 
appearance he Is most striking, being 
over six feet tall, and In his tastes 
aristocratic and luxurious. 
By selecting Cardinal Gotti as pre­ 
fect of the propaganda last year th* 
pope was declared to have indicated his 
preference for this eminent ecclesiastic 
as his successor, but It Is not known 
that he has In any manner confirmed 
this assertion. 
However, this son of a 
laborer who has risen to eminence 
through power of Intellect, this devout 
Carmelite whose good works are pro­ 
claimed on every side, has within him­ 
self the qualities that make for high po­ 
sition. 
As a "prince of the church" he Ie 
obliged to maintain a large establish­ 
ment, but personally he Is austere and 
retiring. 
His success as ablegate In 
Brazil was rewarded with the cardi­ 
nalate in 1895. 
He is sixty-nine years 
of age.
